Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following items and, upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 

306465 BUREAU OF TECHNOLOGY, by R. Steve Edmonson, Chief Information Officer, 
transmitting a Communication, dated March 15, 2010: 

requesting authorization for the Purchasing Agent to enter into a contract with 
NTT/VERIO, INC., Chicago, Illinois, for unlimited, secure, dedicated internet 
access throughout Cook County's wide area network and web hosting services. 

Reason: After completion of a Request for Proposal (RFP) process for the 

selection of an Internet Service Provider, NTT/Verio, Inc. is being 
recommended based on its technical capability, qualified personnel, 
prior demonstrated responsiveness, and lowest cost to the County. 
The expiration date of the current contract was May 31, 2009. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $275,000.00. Contract period: June 1, 2009 through 
May 31, 2010. (009-441 Account). Requisition No. 00090003.

INTERDYN LANAC TECHNOLOGY CORPORATION., Chicago, Illinois, for 
cashiering and accounting system upgrade. 

Reason: This contract proposes to upgrade the cashiering and accounting 
application, its operating system, peripheral programs and renewal of 
attendant licenses. InterDyn LANAC Technology Corporation in 
response to a Request for Proposal (RFP) developed, implemented 
and maintains the cashiering and accounting system, including a 
custom integration with the County MIS mainframe, which handles over 
$200 million annually. Microsoft product support for the current version 
of the application expired October 12, 2009.
